Railroad Applies to Interstate 
Commerce Commission for 
Jurisdiction in Unmerger 


Pending the time that the question 
of the unmerging of the railroads 
and the disruption of passenger and 
freight service, is determtnéd;’ the 
Southern Pacific yesterday filed ap- 
plication at Washington with the In- 
terstate Commerce commission for 
permission to lease the Central Pa- 
cific, which for years has been oper- 
ated as a part of the Southern Pa- 
cific systétn. 

At the same time the following 
statement was issued from the head 
offices of the company in San Fran- 
cisco: 

“The action of Southern Pacific 
under the Railway Transportation Act 
of 1920, in applying today to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission for 


authority to lease Central Pacific: is 


merely designed to-bridge the period 
of uncertainty” until the Interstate 
Commerce Commission shall reach a 
final determinatién as to what shall 
be done with the Central ‘Pacific. The 
Central Pacific has been ordered sep- 
arated from the Southern Pacific 
under the Sherman Anti-Trust Act of 
1890. The new Transportation Act of 
1920 gives: the Interstate Commerce 
Commission affirmative power to au- 
thorize the consolidation of railroads 
without regard for Anti-Trust Act. 
The new policy of the Government 
looks to the power or regulation of 
Government control to protect the 
interests of the public in ‘connection 
with railroad operation, instead of 
Anti-Trust Legislation; such as the 
Sherman Act of 1890 in connection 
with questions of association or con- 
solidation of Railway Companies. The 
suit decided by the Supreme Court 
against the Southern Pacific was be- 
gun under the Anti-Trust Act in 
1914,4- before the passage of the 
Railway Transportation Act of 1920, 
and this last named Act was not con- 
sidered in the decision, of course, be- 
cause no action of the Commission 
have yet been taken except to serve 
on the Carriere, its tentative plan for 
the consolidation of the various Sys- 
tems under which the Central Pa- 
cific was consolidated by the Com- 
mission with the Southern’ Pacific. 
“Until a final conclusion is reached 
by the Commission nothing perma- 
nent as to the relations of the Central 
Pacific and Southern Pacific .can be 
determined. No other Railroad could 


| buy the property without the censent 


of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion under the law. Ty Commission 
has large power over questions of 
joint use of Terminals and .the like 
It is the policy of the United States 
as declared by the. Transportation 
Act of 1920, to arrange for the con- 
solidation of the Railroads of the 
county into a limited number of 
large Systems and. manifestly the 
Central Pacific in the end must be- 
long to one of these. If the applica- 
tion be granted by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission — it simply 
means, therefore, that there will be 
no dicruption until the question is 
finally and definitely determined, as 
to where the Central Pacific shall go

'Whthin two days after the congress met, 
the House of Representatives reported an 
eriefgéney agricultural tariff bill. Within two 
mpre days it had passed the House, and in a 
little mote than a month it was a law. It 
checked the downward trend of prices, and 
gradually, as the surplus of imported stocks 
was exhausted, there came the upward trend.

“tlt wis fot an easy problem from a na- 
tidhal standpoint. First suggestinons were 
iieithe? adequate nor practical, but the ad- 
ministration and the Congress worked out tlie 
problem through the revival, the exténsion 
and the enlargement of the powers of the 
War Finance Corporation and thé establish- 
ment of a credit of a billion dollars in this 
institition. Four hundred millions havé been 
advanced—approximately three hundred mil- 
lions to the farmiers and the stockmen of the 
West; more than nine millions to the stock- 
men ‘and farmers of this State. 

“It is no exaggeration to say that these 
two measures—the emergency tariff and the 
war firiance loans—have been the salvation, 
the saving, of the live-stock industry of the 
West, and in saving that industry the nation 
has performed a great service not only for 
those indirectly interested in the maintenance 
of an adequate meat supply for the nation. 

“Some of the down-east folks thave been 
inclined to think that this Congress was or- 
ganized mainly to look after the interests 
of the farmer and the stockmen of the coun- 
try, and this viéW~has a considerable basis in 
the long list of the legislation of the Congress 
helpful to. those industries and interests. It 
includes such important legislation as the 
packer bill, which was reached in the House 
of Représentatives within a month after Con- 
gréss had assembled, was phssed promptly, and 
after some delay in the Senate became a law 
6n Atigust 4, 1921; the bill probhibiting the 
gambling in grain futurés, which passed the 
Howisé within a month after the Congress con- 
vened, and became a law only to be held un- 
constitutfonal by the Supreme Court. A new 
thleasure,- believed to be constitutional, was 
promptly passed and is now a law.

COLONIST PROJECTS TO BE CENSORED 


Thanks to the vigilence of Edwin T. Keiser, 
State Real Estate Commissioner, in co-opera- 
tion with several prominent land-owners and 
promoters of colonization, California in future 
is to be protected against latid-colonizatin 
frauds. An organization has beeti formed, to 
be known as the California Land Settlement 
Association. This organization will ask the 
State Real Estate Commissioner to pass upot 
all colonization ptojects in which lands are 
‘being offered for sale to the public. 1t also 
is planned to have an advisory committee of 
State and Federal officials to assist in censor- 
ing these projects. 

California has been injured in reputation by 
fraudulent and unwise land settlement and 


_ colonization schemes, attended with deceiving 


advertising. Good settlers are becoming 
wary of California land’. This is a detriment 
to the State, and a movement such as that 
just started should be beneficial in counter- 
acting the bad impression eréated by swind- 
ling ands misleading colonization efiterprises. 

It should be the purpose of every honest 
realty dealer and every upright owner of land, 
_to treat the stranger with candor and straight- 
forwardness in selling property of any kind, 
city or country. It would be deplorable in- 
deed should the impression go forth that the 
realty business in this state 1s not honest 
and squdre. Such an impression would be 
erroneous, it is true. The number of frauds 
is véry small compared to the great number 
of honest, conscientious agents and owners of 
propetty. But the nefariou work of a few dis- 
honest ones might stigmlatize the whole realty 
business if,it were not checked, as, fortunately, 


it doubtless will be checked by this latest 


reformative movement.

It is tearing apart and placing 
under two Managements where one 
has served. The financial inter-rela- 
tions of the two companies are no less 
involved than the physical and ope- 
rating inter-relation. There are out- 
standing nearly $200,000,000 of inter- 
ests related obligation in connection 
with which the stocks and bond ot 
the Southern Pacific have been pledged 
to the expense of nearly $150,000,000 
as security.
